And whereas Coach-makers, Carvers, Embroiderers, Painters, 
or other Arificers, do preſume ( both upon Coaches, and in 
making the Coroners for this preſent Coronation) to raiſe the 
Pearls of the Barons and Baroncfles Coronets, upon Pins, or 
Spikes, (whereas they ought to lic flat upon the Rimm, or Ring, 
of the Coronet : ) This is to warn all ſuch Workmen from the 
like Error, and to Enjoyn and Order them to take care to 
make all ſuch Coronets cxactly as they are allowed to beworn, 
(by the Grant from the late King CHARLES the Second of 
Bleſſed Memory ) as they will Anſwer the contrary at their 
Perils. : | 
And it isalſo Ordered, That no Perſon whatſocyer (that ſhall 
be preſent ar the ſaid Coronation, cither Attending the Pro- 
cecding, or as SpeCtators,) do appear 1h Mourning Habit for 


that Day:
